Yonder comes a curious procession 


headed by musicians with blaring in- 
stiuments that sound like the cries 
of children and the bleatins of goats. 
A couple of carriages bring up the 
rear, one open and full of men, the 
other covered and concealing darling 
Mohammedan women. What is it? 
I run from one shop to another to 


nd some one who can speak English 


learn that it is an aristocratic 


amily celebrating their return from 
Mecca, a trip that insures their en- 
trance into glory. 


We were in Cairo five days and 


every day was a repetition of the up- 
roar of the one preceding, and yet 
there was always a new development 
that added a fresh feature to this 
<;razy tumult of sound and scene. One 
day we had the good for.tune to wit- 
ness a wedding procession. 
It was 


led by a couple of harlequins in 
checkered 
clothes 
mounted 
upon 


gaily covered camels, who performed 
little foolish tricks and beat drums 
that depended from 
the camel's 


back; following them were a couple 
of carriages filled with veiled women 
holding babies in their laps; then the 
bride's carriage with the glass win- 
dows curtained in the inside to effect 
her complete concealment though I 
saw her push the~ curtain aside and 
take a peep at the crowds. 
Why 


shouldn't she, "for even in Egypt a 
-woman has a woman's universal curi- 
osity? 
Behind her carriage was a 


Queer little Noah's ark arrangement 
carried between two elaborately deco- 
rated camels, and in it were children 
tossing almonds and sweets into the 
street for the urchins to scramble for. 
The bride was going to the house of 
the groom. He had never seen her, 
though she may have seen him, and 
he was not to see her even that day, 
for the procession was only prelimi- 
nary to the union which occurred sev- 
eral days later. 
.,_; We witnessed three funeral proces- 
sions and they, like all other affairs 
of matrimony and religion, 
were 


notable for their effort at display 
more than for the modest sorrow of 
the bereaved. 
Such is the custom of 


the heathen and such, too, let me 
add, is often the heathen custom of 
American civilization. 
A lot of old 


women with their heads and breasts 
smeared with mud and twisting a 
blue cloth' over their heads came 
down the main street (because it 
was the most public) on a cart drawn 
by a donkey, and following them two 
blind men and some children singing 
dolefully in another cart. Then came 
the funeral carriage with the un- 
coffined corpse and a man and a 
woman holding it; and last a body 
of hired mourners crying mechanic- 
ally. The whole procession was mov- 
ing as fast as the donkey could trot, 
for the Mohammedans, from some re- 
ligious scruple, rush the deceased to 
his grave within a few minutes after 
his last breath is dra—n. 


All these things are part of the 


life of modern Cairo. The old town 
is altogether a different proposition, 
for its streets are a tangled maze of 
crooked rifts between the queerest 
buildings that were ever erected, and 
its denizens are the unalloyed Ish- 
maelites without a taint of civiliza- 
tion either in their veins or customs. 
Their shops are about the size of a 
cupboard, sometimes but rarely as 
big as a kitchen. 
As in Constanti- 


nople, these shops are arranged so 
that all of them having the same 
kind of goods for sale are in the same 
quarter. 
I started out one morning 


all alone to see if I could get lost in 
this labyrinth of ravines, and I suc- 
ceeded most gloriously, but in the 
course of the aimless drifting I ran 
upon a university. 
I did not know 


just what it was when I entered it 
and walked among its students, nor 
did I have the least idea what it was 
until I got back to the hotel and 
learned that I had accidentally and 
unconsciously seen a university with 
the largest number of students in the 
world. 
Eleven thousand men and 


boys studying there, says the guide 
book, but I am sure I did not see over 
600 or 700. I do not think much of 
this great Arab college. 
It has no 


campus, no baseball ground, not the 
sign of a chair. Teachers and pupils 
all sit on the foor with their feet 
crossed under them and—shades of 
the "deestrict skule"—the whole 
11,000 (if that number ever get to- 
gether) studying aloud. Please try 
to imagine the racket. 
Most of the 


students have racks to place their 
books upon and these books are none 
other than the Koran and the life and 
dteeds of Mohammed. Little do they 
care whether the earth is a plane or 
a sphere; the prophet and his com- 
mands are all-important. 


In my wanderings farther along 


I emerged suddenly fronithe gloomy 
streetlet into the light ot a great, 
square, on the opposite side of which 
there was a palace and soldiers were 
marching and countermarching in 
front of it until they arranged them- 
selvel into a circuit, cutting off com- 
munication with the building. 
It 


tt as a few minutes to tw elve o'clock. 
Exactly at noon a troop of cavalry 
rode out from a gate that was evi- 
dently the entrance to the barracks 
and halted in front of the door; a 
carriage quickly followed; an at- 
tendant swept the steps and put down 
a carpet from the door, down tne 
steps to the cairiage; then a lumpy 
little man «in European dress and 
Turkish tez appeared and entered the 
convejance. 
Driving 
around 
the 


coiner the carriage proceeded rapid- 
ly down the street, surrounded by 
soldieis in a gallop. It was the Khe- 
dive of Egypt going to prayers, as is 
his custom every Friday. 
Well' 
I 


had stumbled upon a very interesting 
incident quite unexpectedly. 


I wandered back into the old town 


again to try to find my way through 
it to the hotel. 
What a strange life 


it is in the streets of old Cairo; how 
wondei fully different from any other 
in the world! 
What a medley of 


noise; 
what 
unthinkable 
houses! 


Houses of mud and bamboo and 
palm; full of Arabian merchandise 
below, latticed above to screen the 
unmasked women of the house, and 
throughout the length of the drunk- 
en, staggering streets, these latticed 
windows on opposite sides projecting 
till they almost meet. 
How these 


mysterious maids and matrons must 
gossip through the bars and com- 
ment on the swains in the street be- 
low. 
There are women on the street, 


plenty of them, clad in black or blue, 
but their faces are only partially 
veiled. In Egypt woman's innate de- 
sire to exhibit her beauty of feature 
has asserted itself till she has drop- 
ped her veil below her eyes and her 
forehead and kindling orbs are ex- 
posed. This veil is suspended from 
a string that runs through a brass or 
silver thimble on the nose, a rig that 
is absolutely ludicrous. 
The aristo- 


cratic ladies show better taste in 
leaving the thimble off. The lower 
classes are grotesquely tattooed and 
their eye lashes and^ brows are paint- 
ed blue-—I wonder if there was no 
other dye in^ Egypt -but blue for it is 
the prevailing color in all things. 


The Arab men were dressed in reg- 


ulation style, similar to their kins- 
men of Palestine. The camel was of 
course mixed up in the general scene 
and the donkey, too, was inevitable— 
the midget burden-bearer of the Ori- 
ent everywhere. 
Cigarettes were in 


every mouth and coffee dens were 
frequent where natives were gather- 
ed in carnival and boisterous inter- 
course. 
Smallpox signs were upon 


many faces and disease had left its 
mark upon the disfigured eyes and 
persons of most of the men. 
There 


was the water-carrier with his hairy 
goat skin on his back, stopping now 
and then to deliver an installment 
bubbling from the neck of the vessel. 
Lemonade vendors clinked their cups 
,and hawked their merchandise; boys 
with eggs and hunks of cheese, ped- 
dling dates, grapes and vegetables or 
cakes baked with oil, cried out for 
purchasers. 
All this in a narrow 


street a few feet wide—a crowd so 
thick that there was no room hardly 
for another person. 
- I stopped at a dive and looked in. 
A number of men were playing cards, 
dominoes and checkers, while a cou-

pie of disreputable women were beat- 
Ing a tambourine and sawing on a 
two-string fiddle made of a cocoanut 
shell, singing meanwhile. At the end 
of each musical rendition the men 
would grunt an "Ah" in approval, 
without loolnng up from their games. 


Now the Arabs do not constitute 


the whole of the native population 
of Egypt. 
There are 
Ethiopians 


there, negroes so black that a piece 
of charcoal would make a white 
mark on them; there are Hottentots 
with their faces carved so elaborately 
that they look like animate mummies; 
there are Soudanese, stalwart, brown 
men from the equator, in blue and 
white night-shirts reaching to their 
bare feet; and then there are the 
Copts, who claim to be the genuine 
descendants of the Pharaohs and 
their subjects and to have lived on 
the Nile continuously since those dis- 
tant days. 


We visited a Coptic church at 


Cairo which is said to date back to 
the beginning of the Christian era, 
and which is further reputed to have 
been instituted by St. Mark, the gos- 
pel evangelist. 
"Whatever may be 


thought »f this tradition there can 
be little question that these Copts 
have handed down the Christian re- 
ligion to the present time from the 
time it was established in Egypt soon 
after Christ's death, and they have 
kept it In spite of violent persecu- 
tions from time to time. 
Near this 


church, in a pool on the bank of the 
Nile, are several fine specimens of the 
banyan tree, a tree with a luxuriant 
spread of foliage and with its limbs 
far out from the trunk connected 
with the groun/i by roots. It was a 
queer sight indeed to see limbs send- 
ing out roots till they found the 
ground and anchored there. I can- 
not see the need of this extra anchor- 
age in a country like Egypt where 
storms are unknown, but I imagine it 
would take a wind nothing short Of 
a Kansas twister to shake the foun- 
dations of a banyan. 


I cannot quit the streets of Cairo 


so replete with things quaint and 
queer, without mention of its bar- 
bers, who sit upon the ground in the 
shade, usually, with scissors and 
razors as their only equipment, and 
do tonaorial work. It is a custom of 
Arabs here to have their crowns 
shaved, probably to avoid entangling 
alliances with insects, but as they 
wear turbans continuously its effect 
upon their personal pulchritude can- 
not be determined on the street. 


Still another peculiarity, pertain- 


ing only to tne wealthy, is the custom 
of haying runners precede their car- 
riages on the streets. I happened to 
be standing one afternoon at the im- 
posing entrance to the bridge over 
the Nile, where two great recumbent 
lions, emblematic of Englnad's sov- 
ereignty, guard the approach, when 
one of these heralds came dashing 
along the street. He was a negro, I 
judged, attired in blue satin with a 
girdle around his waist and he held 
a long staff. 
He was sweating and 


crying out in native dialect as he ran 
something that everybody understood 
to mean to clear the way; behind 
him came a spanking team of blacks 
driven by a liveried brown man, and 
a carriage containing a lady in ele- 
gant dress and a white nose veil and 
a maid holding a white sunshade 
over har. I wondered at the endur- 
ance of the>runner and how long he 
could- hold out. He evidently gloried 
in hl» »uthority and esteemed it am- 
ple compensation for the fatigue it 
entailed, for upon his approach traffic 
gare a servile right of way. 


Surely Cairo is the wonder spot of 


the earth, the climax of Oriental curi- 
osity, a phantasmagoria of all that is 
weird arid mysterious, a startling 
mixture of races without assimila- 
tion where pleasure sits enthroned 
under matchless skies and her servi- 
tors riot unrestrained in extravagant 
extremes of luxury and dissipation, 
and remarkable history sleeps in the 
surrounding sands, the mecca of the 
world's savants, the idling place of 
the world's aristocracy. 


Such is Cairo today with its 750,- 


000 people; such is Egypt today, and 
yet there was a splendid civilization 
here sixty centuries ago. 
The pyra- 


mids themselves are of that nse—the 
oldest monuments of time. Of these, 
in our next.

Politics Potent in New York—Clergj 


^Returning From Foreign Capi- 


tals—Cleveland's Condition. 


New York, September 17.—Th 


five days' voyage of the gigantic 
ocean steamer Lucania with its mag 
nificent 
turbine 
engines 
requiring 


the tremendous power of 45,00( 
horses to send the monster flying 
•over the ocean, in spite of storm or 
•calm, at the rate of 24 miles an hou 
—a speed equal to that'of a fine rail 
road train on land no longer ago than 
the memory of men now living, is re 
Tnarkable. 


Strength and speed are the ruling 


passions of the hour, and for their at 
tainment human life weighs not a 
-feather in the scale. We frequentlj 
hear how mechanical science ha: 
lengthened the life of man, and the 
•estimate of the average gain has been 
placed at five years. The average age 
of the'Roman's life was 27, while 
statisticians of the present age now 
place the average of human life a 
32 years. 
This estimate may de 


scribe the physical difference, but, in 
intellectual power, in knowledge o; 
the present and the past, of the 
-world and its environments, in al 
that humanity can possibly know o 
the heavens above ,or the earth be 
neath—in short, a knowledge o 
everything that makes life worth 
living, a man in the twentieth cen 
tury lives the equal of 50 lives of a 
Homan of Caesar's time. Then ignor 
tince was the rule, education the ex- 
ception; the belted knight wao won 
rich rewards in the tournament from 
Beauty's hands was frequently unable 
to sign his name, but the great sea 
of his house with its motto, swung 
fr,om his belt, and when it became 
necessary to certify to a document 
Tiis equerry dropped the burning wax 
on the paper and the knight stamped 
it with his seal. 


How often we have read in history 


of a man being condemned to death 
"without the benefit of the clergy,' 
and how few understand its true im 
port!
